Letters to Rome to have a Caveat entered againſt him there: Eugenius was 
Pope at that tune; an old Friend and Acquaintance of the Archbiſhop, 5 
who were both educated together under St. Bernard the famous Abbat of 
Clairvaux; but duch was the good luck of this new Hett, that. before he 
had paſſed the Alps in his Journey towards Rome, Pope Eugenius died, and. 
Anaſtaſius who ſucceeded him in the Popedom without delay or difficulty 


readily, afforded him Copſecration (altho' only twenty five 5 of Age) on 
the Vigil, of St, Thomas 1153. 


Hun n g to Durham with great joy and Catisfaction, on as Road

Ihe Caſtle of Norham near the River Tweed an 1 important Fortreſs, bepta- 
ning to be ruinous, he re-edified and ſtrengthened with a ſtrong Tower, 
furniſhing it with a Garriſon, Victuals, and every other Neceſſary, the better 
to withſtand the Scots, who frequently made Inroads into England, 


In the year 1177 k. Henry 2 d. made Milliam de Nevill Conſtable of this 
Caſtle, and Roger de Conters likewiſe Conſtable of Durham Tower, both which 
he had taken away from the Biſhop, becauſe he had ferved him deceitfully 


in his Wars; hereupon the Biſhop to regain his good will, and that his Caſtles 


might not belevelled with the Ground, agreed to give 2000 Marks of Silver. 

- He alſo built and endowed an Hoſpital dedicated to St. James, ſituated 
about a Mile Eaſt of Northallerton, which Town in the year 1174 he likewiſe 
fortified with ſtrong Walls, tho they were afterwards demoliſhed by the 
Kings Order, and Henry the Biſhops Son was permitted LOTS much oy to 
return with the Carriſon to France.

' Neubrigenſ however aſcribes this Charitable and Pious Work partly un- 
to other Men, whom the Biihop by his mere arbitrary Will and Pleaſure 
«compelled to become Benefactors unto this Foundation, and to dilburſe as 
much Money as their abilities would afford, being un willing to be at all the 
Expence himſelf; and as Money (was to be had at any rate for the Building 


and to ſupply his wants, diverſe not very honorable ways aba means (as It is 
ſaid) were uſed for that purpoſe. 


He cauſed a General Survey to bet made of all the antient Demeſne Lands 
and Poſſeſſions of his Biſhoprick, in the form and manner of Deomsday Boot, 
which is recorded in a large Volume called Bolden Beok, now remaining in 
the Archives at Durham: It contains Inquiſitions or V erdicts of all the ſev- 
eral Tenures of Lands, Services and Cuſtoms, all the Tenants Names of every | 
degree, how much each of them did hold at that time, and Rents paid to the 
Biſhop. This Book has been produced and read in Evidence on ſeveral Tryals 
at Law, on the part of ſucceeding Biſhops to aſcertain their Property. 
He granted a charter to the Burgelles of the City of Durham, whereby 
they enjoy ſeveral valuable Privileges at this day: that. they ſhould be ex- 
empt from the Cuſtomary Duties of In-toll and Out- toll, from Market Silver, 
and Herriots, and ſhould enjoy all the free Privileges, which the Burgeſſes 
of Newcaſtle do in the beſt and moſt honorable manner poſſeſs; this Charter 
he got confirmed by Pope Alexander 111. when he aſſiſted with three other 
Engliſh Biſhops at the General Council held at Laterun in the year 1176.

He bought of K. Richard 1/7. the rich Manor and Wapentak.of Sadberge, i 
with Sac, Sac, Toll, Theam, Infangenethef, Pleas of the Crown &c. and ſettled 
them upon his See for ever, for the Clergy in thoſe days (1189) were the 


only Money'd Men and beſt able to purchaſe i in the whole Nation, This 


Manor &c. together with the Earidom of Northumberland conferred on him 
for Life, coſt 1100. 


When the King was prepating to lead a ran FORE into the Holy Land, 


the Biſhop alſo took upon him in a ſolemn manner the Vow and Croſs, and 


promiſed to be one in the Cruſade; ſuch was the Blindneſs and Superſtition 
of thoſe days, i in thinking it a meritorious act to aſſiſt for the recovery of the 
Holy City and Land out of the hands of the Saracens: But whether this 
proceeded from a pure Principle of Zeal and Devotion, or from an eager 
defire of acquiring Fame, I dare not determine; however, it it be allowable 
to judge by the Character of our Biſhop, it is to be preſumed, wag had a 
greater thare therein than Religion. 


For the better undertaking ſuch a long Voyage and Expedition, it was 


neceſlary to raiſe great Sums for his ſupport; accordingly he was Wholly 
intent upon that Affair, and by extraordinary methods and Impoſitions, 


ſqueezed from the Subjects of his Palatinate, a vaſt Treaſure. The King hear- | 


ing what huge Bags of Money the Biſhop had prepared to carry with him, 
ſecretly adviſed him to ſtay at home, and lend him the Money, which if he 


would conſent to, in return promiſed to make him Ear! of Northumberland. 15 


The Biſhop now repenting of the Vow he had fo. haſtly and raſhly made, 


3 being of an ambitious Temper, fond of Power and Greatneſs, readily 
conſented and embraced the Offer with great joy; The King according to

Company preſent, and in Raillery ſaid, he had performed a wonderful ex- 
ploit, for (ſays he) of an eld Biſbop I have made a young Earl. But in favor 
of the Biſhop it may be ſaid, that the Clerical and Military Character were 


not inconſiſtent in thoſe days. Edward 111. ordered all the Clergy to take up 


Arms in defence of the Kingdom . 


This new Dignity however was not capable of ſatisfying the Prelates Am- 


bition, and in order that he might have ſome ſpecious and colourable excuſe 


for not performing his Vow, adviſed the King to alledge, that he could not 


be well ſpared out of the Kingdom during his abſence; and to make this 
more probable (giving the King 1000 Marks) perſuaded him with that kind 
of golden Rhetorick, to make him Chief Juſticiary of all England, and Gov- 
ernor of Windſor Caſtle and the Foreſt adjoining; and with the ſame Oratory 
induced the Pope to diſpenſe with his Vow, unto which the excuſes before 


alledged made ſome way, but never could have done the Buſineſ: elfectually, ä 


without that Sovereign and never failing Remedy.

The diſpoſſeſſed Biſhop writ to the King, who receiving his Complaints 
at at Marſeilles, ſent him his Letters Patent appointing him Juſticiary from the 
Humber to the Confines of Scotland, The Letters being arrived, the Bifhop 
was ſo unwiſe 25 to give them to Longchamp, who, under colour of exami- | 
ning them, refuſed to reſtore them, and thereby rendered them of no effect. 


| Fo this imperious Act he added a no leſs bold Attempt, for he ordered the 
Biſhop to be appcehended, and detained him in Priſon, *til he delivered up 
5 certain Cafiles, aich gave him too great Power in the Northern parts. 


After the Kings return from jeruſalem, the Biſhop found him not ſo favor 
ably inclined to him as he expected, altho? he had ſent him 2000 Pound of 
Silver towards his Ranſom ; thinking therefore that he grudged him the en- 
ioyment of his Earldom, he voluntarily reſigned this ſhort lived ds 
1 9 | But the true reaſon of the King ; Diſpleaſure was this: 


The Biſhop under pretence of releaſing the Captive King, had by Coll- 
eftions and Contribations amaſſed vaſt Sums of Money, but remitted only 
a @ {mall part thereof to the Kings uſe, and put (as was generally believed) 
the greateſt ſhare into his own Coffers: Upon this ſuſpicion, Richard loaded 
him with many grievous fines and exactions, well knowing, that he had by 
pilling, polling, and fqueezing his Palatinate, raked up infinite Maſſes of Mo- 
ney as he had freely offered him a great Sum for the recovery and e 
tion of bis loſt Earldo•m 
The King being in Norataudy: fent unto him for the proffer'd Sum, as 
granting his requeſt, but the old Fox perceiving his drift, humbly beſought 
him by Letters, either to give him poſſeſſion of the Earldom firſt, or elſe 
graciouſly ſuffer him to enjoy his own Money in Peace and Quietneſs, where-

upon the crafty King to beat the Biſhop at his own Weapon, politickly difl- 
_ embled, and wrote Letters full of fair and plauſible Speeches, deſiring him 
to bring his Money up to London, and there receive the Rule and Govern- 
ment of the whole Realm, which he would commit to him and Hubert Arch- 
biſhop of Canterbury: Being elated with this honorable and advantageous 
Offer, with the greateſt alacrity he ſet out for London about Shrovetide, and 
taking his laſt farewel of Fleſh Suppers, by eating to exceſs, got a Surfeit 
upon the Road at Craite, however, he obſtinately proceeded on his Journey 


to Doncaſter, where finding huntelf * iolently ill, returned home a gain by Boat 
to Hoveden. 


Altho he was now ſeventy years of Age, he could not bear the thoughts 
of Neath, and would hardly beleve his Phyſicians, when they certified him 
a little before he died, of the great danger and peril he was in, for as a cer 
_ tain Thitorian rightly faid of this Frelate, the World was not cruciffæus bay 
him, but rnfaxus in him. 


Godrick the old H of Hinchale (accounted by many a very holy Man) 
had told bim, he ſhould be blind ten years before his death, which (ſays the 
. Hiſtorian) was meant of the blindneſs of his Mind, and the Biſhop under- 
; ſtanding it of the blindneſs of his bodily Eyes, never cared to provide for 
Death, alluridg himſelf that he had as yet ten years to come; however Death : 
gradually approaching, and his bodily pains hourly increaſing, moved by the 
intreaties of his Friends who were preſent, he made his laſt Will, and being 
touched with-Remorſe for his paſt-Sins, confeſſed all his exceſles, and- ſeemed

| He died at Hovede! on Saturday the 2 d. day of March 1 194, from whence

The third, named Hugh (whom the old Biſhop loved moſt Katey of all) 


2 by his Fathers great Intereſt, and no leſs Expence, became Chancellor to Lewis 
the ſeventh King of France: He was ſo unhappy as to ſee this his beſt be- 
loved Son buried.

We cannot help forming a very diſadvantageous Idea of this Prelate's 
Character, if We take it (as we ought) from the Hiſtorians his Contempor- 


arics: Unbounded Ambition, Avarice, and Luſt, the reigning Vices of the 


Clergy in thoſe times, were moſt predominant in bim; the firſt evidently 
appears, by his graſping at Secular Preferments and Dignities; the ſecond, 


in loading his Palatinate with many Impoſitions and greivous Taxes; the 


third, in the number of his Baſtards, tho? he was obliged as an Eccleſiaftick 


to Celibacy.

Thomas 2 was wa in Wan became Fellow and Baichelos of 
Divinity of St. Johns College Cambridge, whereof he was choſen Maſter in 
1551.

Prebend in Durham Cathedral 21/4, February following. In the begining 
of Queen Mary's reign, he was forc'd to fly beyond Seas with his two Bro- 
thers, and became the principal Paſtor (for they had three others) of the 
Engliſh Exiles at Arrow and Zurich in Switzerland, where he imbibed Puri- 
tannical notions, and an averſion to the Prieſtly Habits. Was an eloquent 
Preacher, and a ſincere Profeſſor of true Religion, and highly valued for his 
Learning and Piety.

In 1573 he went Ambaſſador to France, 
upon the recall of Sir Francis Nalſing bam to be Secretary of State, and ſends 

an account of the Sate of Affairs there. In 1 577 appointed by Q. Elizabeth 
a Commiſſioner with others to treat with the K. of Portugal to try Pirates, 
and enquire into Dilapidations of the late Biſhop of Norwich. 1584 March 
22 d. preſented to the Maſterſhip of Sherburn Heſpital by vertue of an Ad- 
vowſon granted to Henry and John Goldſmith of York Gentlemen by Biſop 
Barnes for one turn only.

. 3 Murray Eſquire a Scothman, deſcended from the antient and ho- 
norable Family of the Earl of Tullibardine, was collated to this Hoſpital in 
1608, tho' contrary to the Act of 27 th. Eliz. as being a mere Layman, and 

not even in Deacons Orders. He was a Gentleman of ſo fine Accompliſh- 
ments ( tho” tinged with Puritaniſm ) that King Fames the firſt made choice 
of him as Preceptor (being Maſter of the Requeſts and Secretary to him at 
the ſame time) to his ſecond Son Prince Charles (afterwards K. Charles 1 f.) 
and had a Penſion of 200 Marks a year granted him in 160 5, which he 
ſurrendered 27th.

Was 
admitted a Prebendary of Wellington in the Church of Lichfield ꝗ th. Sept. 
1631, which he reſign'd in Sept. 1671 to his Son Thomas Mac hon, who was 
Chaplain to Prince Rupert, and died 27 th. Feb. 1672 in his Fathers lifetime, 
and was buried in the Chappel of Sherburn Hoſpital, as appears by his Epi- 
taph there. This John Machon was collated to the Vicarage of Hartburn in 
Northumberland 24th, Sept. 1632, and reſign'd it for this Hoſpital, into which 
he was inducted 24th, Sept. 1636.

John 13 was 18 fourth Son of Edward Mountague Farl of Band: 
wich, by his Lady Jemima Daughter of John Lord Crewe Baron of Stene, 
born in 1656, and having had his Education at Cambridge, was admitted 
| Maſter of Trinity College in that Univerſity on 3d. May 1683, and in the 
year 1687 choſen Vice Chancellor. In 1680 he had the Maſterſhip of this 
Hoſpital confered on him by Biſhop Crewe. Inſtalled in the fifth Prebend of 
Durham Cathedral 10th. Nov. 1683, and removed from thence to the 11 7h. | 
Stall 20th. January 1692, in which he was inſtalled 3 d. June following, 
and on the 19th. June 1699 was made Dean of Durham by King William, 
which he held with this Hoſpital until his death 23 4. Feb. 1727, dying 
unmarried at London aged 73. He was a ſincere Man, a ſtrict Lover of Truth 
and had the greateſt abhorrence of a Lye, even from his Childhood; this 
remarkable Story is told of him: His Father Edward Mountague ( afterwards

Treaſurer of Sarum 1720, and Archdeacon of Wilts, He was 
Chaplain to Biſhop Talbot, inſtalled in the firſt Prebend of Durham Cathedral 
5 14th, Feb. 1721, and on the 22d. Nov. 1722 removed from thence to the 
12th. Stall (being of greater value) and the ſame year collated to the Rectory 
of Sedgefield, which he reſign'd on being collated to this Hoſpital in March 
1727. Was alſo Chaplain to the Lord Chancellor Talbot in January 1734, 
and by him recommended to the King, and nominated to ſucceed Dr. Sydall 
in the 'Bliſhoprick of -Gloucefter , but was oppoſed by Dr. Gibſon Biſhop of 
London, on ſuſpicion of Deiſm, and charged by Mr. Venn Miniſter of St.

| this Hoſpital ; he did not confine the poor Old Men as heretofore to the lit- |

as far as it was in his power, made them enjoy the fence and. ſpirit of the 


Benefaction: He demoliſhed all the little wretched Hutts in which they were 
huddled together before, and erected a handſome commodious Stone Edifice, 


making it to conſiſt of twenty different Apartments, that each of the Old 


Men might have one entirely to himſelf; and alſo conſtructed a large Room 
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in the Centre of the Building for their common Reception, and comfortably 
provided it with every neceſſary accomodation: But it mult be remembred, 


that all this was not at his own coſt or charge, for he cut down and fold a 
large Wood at Ebcheſter belonging the Hoſpital, more than adequate to the 
expence, and thereby put ſomething into his own Pocket, He died 1675.

sf Mr. Strype in the life of Archbiſhop Parker p. 275 ſays, that ſome years 
before the paſſing the Hoſpital Act in 1569, Mr. Lever then Maſter of Sher- | 
burn Houſe, tho' a good Man were Governor of it, yet in regard of Reli- 


gion, there were great diſorders, and little obedience in it; its Members, he 
ſuppoſes were favourers of the old Superſtition, and too negligent of the 
Worthip of God, according to the Preſcription of the reformed Religion, 


and not being able to remedy theſe things himſelf, he had ſought for re- 
dreſs of them from the Biſhop of Durham, who was then Dr. Piltington; but 


whether out of fear of the party, who were very ſtrong in theſe Northern 
parts, and in this Year made a great Rebellion; or out of ſome prejudice 


to Lever himſelf, he did but coldly proceed to do any thing for correcting 
and bettering theſe. things. Lever was come to Town this year, and made 
the Archbiſhop a viſit, when he ſhew'd him at large his grief for the evil 


ordering of the Houſe; adding, that the Biſhop conſidered it not, though 
be had complained to him, but the Archbiſhop thought this was not a mat- 


ter to be neglected, though the Miſdemeanors were ſo far Northerly, but

Priſoner in Durham Gaol, at laſt being brought to his trial, was arraigned 
together with two Miſſionary Prieſts, John Boaſt and John Ingram: Boaſt 


obſerving Swalwell to be ſomewhat intimidated during his trial, and that 
his anſwers inſinuated ſomething of conforming, clapp'd him on the back, 


ſaying, George, take courage, my Soul for thine, all will be well, take courage: 
Upon this Swalwell recovered himſelf from the conſternation he lay under, 
and went through the remainder of his trial with great reſolution; the Jury 
brought him in guilty of death, for being proſelyted to the Church of Rome. 


He was attended to the place of execution by four Miniſters of the Church 
of England, whoſe afliſtance he refuſed with a great deal of good manners; 
be kneel'd down at the foot of the Ladder, and wade a publick confeſſion 
of the Roman Catholick faith. He ſuffered at Darlingtan 26 July 1594, and 


his body was thrown into a hole near the Gallows. Ingram ſuffer'd at New-

1, THE Maſter ſhall be always a perſon i in Holy Orders, of the Degree of 
Maſter of Arts at leaſt, a licenſed Preacher, and one who is capable of Buſi- 
neſs and applies. himſelf to it, eſpecially for the Maintenance and proſperous 
E ate of the Hoſpital. | | 


2. THE Maſter or his Der appointed by him to act in \ hls name, ſhall 
uſually reſide within the ſaid Hoſpital, tor the better ordering and governing 

the Members thereof, according to an antient Conſtitution of Thomas Langley

3. TH Maſter if he be not confi antly refident i in Perſon, ſhall often re- 
pair thither to. preach and read Lectures on Catechetical heads to them, and

their honeſt arrange ſupplied, but care ſhould be taken that ſuch as have 
no legal Settlement be not made burthenſome to the Hoſpital, by an indiſ- 
creet Rclief, as is directed by an Act of Parliament for aſcertaining of Settle- 
ments.
